“In the earlicr days of this 
Colony, it was a common offence fot Ch 
nese to burrow on the hillside when they 
wanted somo carth or stone, without au- 
thority or permit, and this is precisely the 
method I found the Chinese ia the country 
adopting to get conl. Aas: 
In the case of Mr F.. Watts, it is quite 
likely that beforé or aficr his-purchaso, the 
mining right of tho district was obtained 
from the ‘Authorities by Chinoso capitalists, 
in‘which case the poor 
coal. would be promptly interdicted from 
farther. mining. It may he -even posst- 
was encouraged by 
the Chineso to visit the -coal deposits, 
under tho pretence of selling to, him, bat 
moro with the view of getting his valuable 
opivion.of them, which would ‘be asoful to 
the local authionties in their transactions 
with the Chineso mining capitalists.
